The Hamburgh mail which arrived yelterday, docs 
not bring fuch recent accounts from the theatres of war 
as thofe which were contained in the London, Gazette 
of Tuefday. ‘Thefe accounts are to be confidered as 
highly favourable ; for, although they do not ftate any 
new vidtory, they prove that that which was gained on 
the sth ult. by General Kray has been attended with 
the moft beneficial effects in every refpect. It has been 
the means of the Auftrians gaining poffeffion of all the 

“territory fituated between the Adige and the Mincio, 
has rendered them matters of important pofts on that 
river, both above and below Mantua, and has confider- 
ably diminifhed the force of the French army, by the 

‘ number of killed, wounded and prifoners ;, by the {trong 

arrifons which it has compelled them to place in the 
ease of Mantua, Pefchiera, and Goito, and by the 
defertion, the diforder, and the defpondency which 
three great defeats, experienced in the courle of eleven 
days, have produced. ; 

"The fuperiority of the Auftrians, both in point of 
numbers and comparative ftrength, over the French in 
Italy, is fuch as to leave us no apprehenfion of any im- 
portant reverfe of fortune, and to juitify our molt fan- 
guine hopes. Field Marfhal Suwarrow and General 
Morreau, who may be expected to take the command 
of the hoftile armies about the fame time, will arrive at 
their quarters under very different aufpices: the latter 
will find troops, feeble in number, without difcipline, 
and difpirited ; the former will take the command - of 
one of the beft and moft numerous armies which have 
ever been colleéted in Ltaly—an army which has been 
faccefsful as often as ithas come to action. General 
Suwarrow was to have arrived at his deftination on the 
roth ult. ; on the roth, the firft colunm of Ruffians had 

already reached Padua. hs 

The accounts fiom the Tyrol, though not fo brilliant, 
are not lefs favourable than thofe from Italy. Geceral

Bellegarde had entirely dviven the Republicans from that 
Aultrian Province; and the meafures. which had beeo 
taken to reinforce the corps under his command. will 
enable him to co-operate, in a very effential manner, 
with General Hotze, in cairying into execution the 
plans formed by the Archdeke Charles, 

The Vienna Court Gazette of the 18th, informs us 
that the army of his Roya! Highnefs occupied, on the 
14th ult. nearly the fame ‘pofition which it held in the 
beginning of the month. 

On the 13th, his advanced guard, conducted by Ge- 
neral Nauendorf¥, took poflefion of Schaff haufen, after 
feveral attacks, which fortunately occafioned no injury 
to that town. The French, indeed, accultomed to 
{port with all that is dear or precious to the people 
who have the misfortune to be vifited by them, when 
they retired to the right bank of the Rhine, dettroyed 
the bridge of wood at Schaffhaufen ; a piece of work- 
manfhip which has long been the admiration of tra- 
vellers. 

We cannot conclude this article without exprefling 
the juit hopes which we entertain refpecting the refult 
of this campaign. We fee victory on every fide attach- 
ed to the Auttrian ftandard, and all the chances are 
now in their favour. We do not deny, that though 
they have done much, more yet 1émains to be done; 
and that the defperate meafures now adopted by the 
French Government, in order to re-organize and com- 
plete their armies may, before the completion of the 
campaign, furnith them with a greater number of fol- 
diers than they have atthis moment. But befides the 
fatal confequences for the Directory which tyrannical 
conduct may produce at a time when repeated defeats 
have extinguifhed all confidence and all enthufiafm, 
what can be expected from feldiers unaccuitomed to 
warfare, who enter into it againft their inclinations, who 
are forced to take up arms, not in defence of their coun- 
ry, but to fupport ufelefs conquelts and odious ufurpa- 
tions; and who, onarriving at the armies, will find 
foldiers difcontented and dilpirited, and Generals not 
likely to infpire them with more confidence than they 
themfelves feel. 

In fhort, the new troops which the Directory are 
about to form, will be mere recruits, whom they can 
neither pay nor clothe ; the foldiers can no longer en- 
tertain the hope of plunder, nor the Generals expec to 
make fortunes. ‘The fentiment of duty is all that re- 
mains ; and it cannot be fuppofed that this can be very 
{trong in favour of five tyrants, who have not, perhaps, 
one fiucere partizan in all the army.

The four foldiers 
of his body guard, who deferted in confequence of a 
confpiracy in which they were engaged, are the only 
perfons excepted from the benefit of the amnelty.

Laft night arrived here the Dolly cutter, of eight 
guns, Lieutenant A. Warfon, with the important intel- 
ligence of the French fleet being at fea. It appears by 
the bet account we can colle&, that they failed from 
Breft on Friday la(t, confifting of 17 fail of ‘the line 
befides fmaller veffels, and full of troops, which places 
it beyond a doubt that Ireland is their intended defti- 
nation. 

The Nymph, of 38 guns, Captain Frazer, was left 
by the Dolly reconnoitering the enemy, of whom Lord 
Bridport bad received certain information, and has a 
perfeét knowledge of their fituation and force: He has 
with him 16 fail of the line, 5 of which are three deck- 
ers, and was, from the late{t aceounts of him, not-more 
than feven hours fail from the French fleet, ufing his 
utmoft endeayours to cut them off from the land; and, 
in the event of bringing them to action, to prevent their 
returning to Breft. 

The difpatches by the Dolly, were forwarded this 
morning to London: Allis bu:tle on board the men of 
war in this harbour; and every fhip that can poflibly 
put to fea, will fail this day.

HAMBURGHU MAIL 
VIENNA—-APRIL 17. 

Our Court Gazette of this day has three fuplements, 
which import that further advices have been received 
from Field Marfhal Licut. Kray, relative to the battle 
near Magnan on the sth init. aceording to which the 
enemy on the 6th abandoned Mola della Scola and Villa 
Franca, and took polt with his rear guard at Roverbel- 
lo; and the 7th continued his retreat over the Mincio 
to Grito and La Volta, probably with a view to rein- 
force Pefchiera. 

General Kray, in confequence, fent his advanced 
guard under Major-General Count Hohenzollern to 
Villa Franca, and ordered General Count St Jullien, 
with three battalions, fome chafieurs and cavalry, to 
pafs the Mincio, and advance to Vallegio to defend the 
bridge, polting at the fame time the divifions of Gene- 
rals Zoph and Kaim to fupport them, and leaving the 
cwo divilions of Generals Frolich and Mercandin to 
protect the pofition at Ifola della Scola, and cover the 
Tion and ‘Tartaro with our left wing. The French 
General Pigeon, who had been taken prifoner, died of 
his wounds in the night of the 7th. * 

The prifoners taken at the time this account was fent 
away amounted to 2,500 men, among whom were 130 
Staff and Commiffioned Officers. ‘The lofs of the ene- 
my in the battle was eltimated at 8000 men, 16 pieces 
of cannon, and 40 ammunition waggons. 

In the fecond fupplement it is added, that the Auf- 
trian troops pafled the night on the field of battle, and 
the next morning purfued the enemy, and took poffef- 
fion of Vallegio and [folalta. 

In this battle 28 Auftrian officers were killed, gt 
wounded, and 54 made prifoners. 

His Imperial Majefty has promoted Field Marthall 
Lieutenant Kray to the rank of General of Artillery, 
and beftowed on him the Order of Therefa. 

ETUTGARD, APRIL 19. 

Since the taking of Schaffhaufen, the Auftrian army 
on the Rhine, and the Lake of Conflance, remains in- 
active, as alfo the French behind the Rhine, near Schaff- 
haufen and Bafle. The French concentrate all their 
force in Switzerland, where a great battle may very 
foon be expected. , 

SWABIA, APRIL 19. 

The Archduke Charles concentrates his main force 
in the environs of “Schaffhaufen, and to be more effec- 
tually able to advance, Colonel Williams’s Flotilla on 
the Lake of Conftance is to bring over the troops into 
Switzerland ; it confilts of thirty-four fhips. 

The reafon of the Auilrian army not having advan- 
ced till now, is faid to be owing to the want of maga- 
zines, and that provifions in Switzerland are fo {carce, 
that the Imperial army could not fubfift there. 

STOCKACH, APRIL I4- 

The Archduke Charles is not yet recovered from his 
late indifpofition. .. A confiderable number of Auttrian 
troops is ftationed in the Brifgaw; and it is fuppofed a 
paflage will be effected over the Rhine in the environs 
of the four Foreft Towns. It is faid, that at Schaff- 
haufen, the Au‘trians took 17 pieces of cannon, and 
made feveral hundred prifoners. 

SWITZERLAND, APRIL TS. 

The head-quarters of the French army of the Da- 
nube are now at Bafle ; 2009 men are daily employed 
in putting the fortifications in the beit ftate of defence, 
and it is expected it will be garrifoned by gooo men. 
On the 13th, General Maffena returned from Straf- 
burg. The greateft part of the Auftrians are faid to 
have returned from the environs of Bafle; 10,000 men 
under General Feiino have joined General Ruhy’s 
corps, who is ftationed behind Schaft haufen. 

On the 11th, fourteen members of the ci-devant Go- 
vernment of Berne were arrefted ; among whom are 
Sinner, Prof, 'Tefchaner, and F. L. Steiger. 

_MORSBURG—APRIL IS. 

On the 13th, in the morning, Colonel Williams ar- 
rived with his whole flotilla at Staad, between Morf- 
burg and Conftance from Bregentz ; at noon General 
Piazcheck attacked the French intrenchments near the 
Prelatefhip of Peterhaufen, near Conftance, on the 
northern Bank of the Rhine, and diflodged them with 
the lofs of feveral handred killed, wounded and prifon- 
ers, forcing them over the Rhine to Conftance ; he 
then fummoned the French Commandant to evacuate 
the place, but receiving an anfwer in the negative, the 
Aultrians began a violent cannonade upon Conttance, 
in which Colonel Williams with his gun-boats co-ope- 
rated. 

Many Swifs fhips near the fhore were deftroyed, and 
the Deanery and other buildings along the Rhine fuf- 
fered a great deal. On the 14th the cannonade was 
renewed ; at noon General Piazcheck fummoned the 
French Commandant a fecond time, who anfwered, 
that being obliged to fend for orders from General 
Oudinot in the val’ey of the Rhine, he begged to be al- 
lowed twenty-four hours to confider. On the 15th the 
anfwer will have been received. There are at Con- 
{tance 300 Swifs, befides the French. 'The Auttrians 
appeared at Huninguen on the &th. 

HAMBURGH—APRIL 26, 

The Archduke is a little indifpofed. Letters from

BILL FOR IMPROVING LLITH HARBOUR, 

The Bill now before Parliament for improving the 
Harbour of Leith, contains the following enaéments : 

lhe first clause says, the Lord Provost, Magistrates, and 
Coungil, and their successors in office, shall have full power 
and authority, to meke and construct a wet dock or docks,and

lock or locks, and new piers, quays, and dry'docks, from the” 


preseut harbour of Leith, extcuding westward along the shore 
to Newhaven, where erable additional depth of water 
will be got for the benefic of shipping, trade, and commerce 5 
and alse to erect and construct such piers, basons, quays, or.o- 
ther works, as may be necessary for improving the entrance to 
the present harbour, and for making a proper entrance to the 
said docks at Newhaven. 

‘The said Lord Provost, Magistrates, &c. are hereby requir- 
ed in the first place, to make the said docks, lacks, and other 
works, so as they shall extend the length of g6o feet westerly 
from the present harbour of Leith, including the lock and di- 
vision wall, and shall in the next place, contmue the works 
the length of 880 feet more, including the division wall, a- 
mounting both to 3840 -eet in length; for which purposes, and 
for the improvement of the entrance to the present harbour, 
the funds atter provided shall be appropriated, aud the said 
Lord Provost, Magistrates, &c. shall afterwards extend the 
same to Newhavea, when it shall be thought fexpedient, in 
manner hereinafter mentioned. 

‘That the suid Lord Provost, Magistrates, &c. are hereby 
empowered to construct another drawbridge over the preseat 
harbour of Leith, nearly in a line with St Bernard’s street,and 
also to construct a bridge over the Water of Leith, a little be- 
low Leith mills, and to make and open a street from the 
quays of the said wet docks to the said last mentioned bridge, 
and from thence to the high road leading from Edinburgh to

The said Lord Provost, Magistrates, Kc. are hereby autho- 
rized to agree with tiie owners, &c. of grounds, &c. adjacent 
to the beach or high water mark at North Leith, to the extent 
of 200 feet from the water on the north side of the intended 
wet dock, including the property belonging to the city of E- 
dinburgh, for making a proper quay or street, and shades for 
delivering goods,with watehouses, &c. and also svith the own- 
ers, &c. of houses, &e. in the citadel of Leith, comprehend- 
ing Cromwell’s Mount and the whole grounds to, tht north 
and east of the road leading from North Leith to Newhaven ; 
and also with the owners, &c. of the grounds, &e) to the 
westward, lying between North Laith end Newliuven along 
the Beach, to tne extent of 2-o.feet from the inner watl of 
the said intended dock, excepting the ground in front of the

The said Lord Provost, Magistrates, &c. shall have power
